Movement in Rew Engtand for 
| Free Trade, 


Great Revenue Reform Mecting. 


From the New York Evening Post of the éist 
inst. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson (who, we may 
say, for the information of some of our. 
readers, is a manufacturer,) was called 
to the chair and made an able epeech, 
from which we extract the following pas- 
sages: 

We, as free traders, advocate a tariff 
of duties upon certain foreign imports 
for the purpose of getting revenue. We 
submit to a revenue tariff as one of the 
necessary evils of taxation. 

We. clsim that euch taxes shall be lev- 
jed as far as possible upon articles which 
represent the results of labor, rather than 
upon those which erter into the procees 
of Iabor. 

We say, protect the laborer by promot- 
fog abundance snd not scarcity of iron, 
steel, copper, lead, wool, leather, jum- 
ber, food and clothing; and tax him, if 
you tax:bim st al); upon tea, coffee, su- 
‘gar, spicee, liquors, silks and other arti- 
clea which may be classed es comforts or 
joxuriea rather than as necessities, 

We say, if you tax the tools, fuel, food 
avd clothing of the laborer, 80 as in aby 
manner, or to any extent, to deprive him 
of apy part of his aupply, you take from 
-fhim the power of buying any comforts 
or luxuries even if they were free from 
pny duty; by sueb duty you tax the pro 
cess by which beearnos bis wages. Leave 
his powcr, bis vital force untrammeled 
and deprive him by taxation of the least 
amount, eves of iuxury and comfort. 

If our opponents allege that this is free 
trade; aye, if to make us more obnox- 
ious they charge that this is British free 
trade, let them make the charge apd 
meke the mostof it. 

We-shali only reply, callit by what 
name you will, it is the most perfect eye- 
tem of protection which is possible under 
apy revenue law. It. is not perfect, nr 
cap it be until we need no revenu, 
Taxation under tariff or excise can never 
be made a biescing in itself; it is only a 

uestion of more_or iess interfererce 
@ith the occupation and free choice of 
the people. i 

WHAT THE REFORM LEAGUE MEANS. 

We intend to promote the policy of 
noninterferepce. We intend, if poss ble, 
to defeat Copper tariff bills, Moorhead 
tariff bills, wool and woolen tariff bills 
fron and steel association tariff bills, an

community. 

We intend to promote such legislation

We aek gradual and cautious change. 
It is expected that in the current fiscal 
year endisg June 26, the Government 
will bave a surplus revenue over all in- 
terest and « xpenses of $30,000,000 to $40,- 
000,000. 

This will be a surplus in gold from cus- 
toms sbove gold expenses. It will be 
eurplus over and above the payment of 
$39,000 006- bounties which will not ac- 
crue again. | 

We have then at least $20,000,000 to 
epply, if we will, to the. abatement of 
duties; and with such abatement we can 
aweep oat of «xistenceall little petty 
taxes upon egg‘, Lu'ter, cheese, flour, 
meat ard fish—ihe taxes upon lumber, 

- hides, salt, drugs, painte and dyestuffs, 
upon tin, lead, copper, pig iron end iron 
railé; upon wool, hemp, jute “and other 
so-called raw materials.

WEATHER AND RIV Esxs 
GAS WORKS, April 27, 1869. 
River rose 4 inches in past 24 hours. 
Below high-water mark 1 ‘oot 8} inches, 
CHAS. GUCDWIN. 


The rise yesterday was heavy when 


| we consider the stage of the water, and 


the river issgain carrying much drift 
past. Our Coeiro dispatch of Monday 
night reported the Ohio ata stand at 
that point, but it will be again rising, we 
have no doubt, to-day or to-morrow. 

The Arkaneas is failing, with 4 feet 
from Fort Smith to Little Rock. and 7 
feet cut to the mouth. Upper White is 
bank fail and is falling. : 

The Cumberland was falling on Mon- 
day with 18 feet on the shoals, 

Tne Cincinnati Commercial of Monday 
says: Here the river has risen 9 inches 
during the 24 hoursending last night, 
with 26 feet 11 inches in the channel at 
6p.m. To-day there will be 75 feet un- 
der the Covington bridge for passing 
steamers. 

At St. Louis, on Saturday, the river 
wes 23 fect 3 inches below high water 
mark and falling. 

From cur St. Louis exchanges we quote 
as follows:
